DEFECTS IN A SCHOOL LAW. 


It is claimed that the Vermont school law requires 
some people to pay taxes on schools that are so re 
mote to them that they cannot enjoy its privileges 
and are compelled to maintain private schools. 
Another bad feature of the law is the county exam 
iner. He never sees the work of the teacher, but 
merely licenses all who pass the technical examina 
tion. A teacher may be notoriously incompetent in 
the school room, and yet be licensed for years. No 
person should be empowered to license teachers 


who does not personally supervise the work. 


THE NEW SCHOOL LAW. 


The important provisions in the new school law 
for New York state are as follows: 

Annual school meetings must be held on the 
tirst Tuesday of August. 

No person shall be eligible to hold a school dis 
trict office who cannot read and write. 

No person shall be qualitied to vote at any 
school meeting who has not been a resident of the 
district for at least thirty days. 

Persons holding land under contract to purchase 
are qualitied voters at school meetings unless other 
wise disqualified. Trustees must provide ballot 
boxes for use at school meetings when officers are 
to be elected, and a poll list of voters shall be kept. 

School districts may elect a district treasurer as 
the custodian of school monies. A treasurer must 
be a taxable inhabitant of the district. 

School commissioners are entitled to the use of 
school buildings when necessary to hold examina 
tions directed as required by the State superintend 
ent. 

No person related by blood or marriage to any 
member of the board of education in a union school 
district shall be employed as a teacher, except with 
the approval in writing of two-thirds of the mem 


bers of such board.

The public school teachers of Chicago will here 
after be paid in checks; heretofore they were paid 
in cash. Under the check system the teachers are 
not required to appear at the office of the board. 

John A. Sheridan, state inspector of high schools, 
claims that Milwaukee owes the state school fund 
over $100,000. The money is due in consequence of 
a law which provides that the penal fines collected 
in the city must be turned over to the state school 
fund. This law, Mr. Sheridan states, has not been 
complied with. 

Mr. Sheridan also claims that Racine owes the 
state school fund $8,000, and that amounts are due 
from other cities. 

The Newton, Mass., school committee has ascer 


tained that the average cost per pupil enrolled is 
$21.40. 


The Indianapolis school board pays over $20,000 
annually in interest upon berrowed funds and is in 
return receiving no interest upon its bank deposit. 
The board therefore instructed the treasurer to 
place the funds in such bank of deposit as will pay 
a reasonable interest for the use of such funds, and 
further, to account to the board for all interest so 
received. 

The State of Indiana asks judgment against the 
Jeffersonville Board for $11,504.58. The state 
claims that the tuition revenue and other funds 
were commingled into one general revenue, out of 
which the salaries for teachers were pald without 
reference to the source from which said revenue 
was received.

grammar rooms and $3 in high school; Madison, 
Wis., $1.00 per week; Oakland, Cal., high school 
$4.00 a month, special course only $2.00; Dayton, O., 
$1.50 a month; Wilkesbarre, Pa., $30 a year; Warren, 
Mass., 50 cents a month; Topeka, Kas., $1.00 per 
week or 39.00 for a term of 12 weeks. Where two 
children attend from one family the tuition will be 
$15 per term for the two; Printon, Ill., $13 a year 
primary and intermediate grades, $15 grammar 
grades; Junction City, Kas., $1.50 a month; Gunni 
son, Colo., intermediate $20 a year, high school $25; 
airfield, I1l., $1.00 a month. 

At Erie, Pa., the school board, in accordance with 
its rules concerning the non-resident pupils,directed 
the following notice to principals: 

1. According to the school laws of Pennsylvania,

”. Bona-tide residents between the ages of six 
and twenty-one are the only children legally en 
titled to the school privileges of their district. All 
children whose parents, employers, guardians, or 
persons legally entitled to their custody reside in 
another district are non-residents, and therefore 
pay tuition according to the rates fixed by the new 
rules of the board: $1 per month for primary 
grades, $1.50 per month for grammar grades, #3 per 
month for the High School. 

Children from another district to whom the 
schools of the city are nearer than their own schools 
may, upon application to the board of directors of 
their own district, and by agreement made by them 
with the Erie School Board, have their tuition paid 
by the school board of their own district. 

The Hastings, Minn., school board voted to collect 
a guarantee fund of $2 from each non-resident pu 
pil, to be refunded at the expiration of forty days, 
The board decided that in case there is any doubt 
about a pupil being a resident of Hastings that the 
resident having charge of such pupil be required to 
make affidavit that he intends to support such pu 
pil to the best of his belief, is a bona-tide resident 
of the city of Hastings, and that such aflidavit be 
tiled with the secretary of the board. 


TEXT BOOK NEWS.

SCHOOL BOARDS AND “AGENTS.” 


It is interesting to note the attitude as- 
sumed by school board members in various 
parts of the country toward the school book 
and school supply agents. Some accord 
them a civil and even a cordial reception, 
while others treat them as if they were out- 
casts of society, They do not want to be 
“pestered” by agents and make their senti- 
ments known in amore vigorous than pleas- 
aut manner. 

While we do not undertake to become the 
champion of the ‘‘agent’”’ yet a calm discus- 
sion of the subject bearing upon the rela- 
tion of school boards and agents does not 
seem out of place. 

We do not believe that the school board 
member has a right to look askance upon 
the agent. If the latter has any legitimate 
business with the school system it becomes 
the member’s duty to accord him a reason- 
able hearing. ‘The person chosen to a seat 
in a school board bears a definite relation to 
the schools. He is bound to give them a 
certain portion of his time, and the benefit 
cf his judgment and experience, as far as 
they have a bearing upon school matters. 
The maintenance of a school system involves 
a great many expenditures, from the pur- 
chase of a school site to a slate pencil, from 
the erection of a school house to the adop- 
tion of school books. (uality and merit, 
prices and competition, become factors, and 
the clear headed school official can, by the 
employment of tact, reason and reflection, 
find a solution of unquestioned advantage 
and value to the school system. 

If this be so, a certain legitimate rela- 
tion then exists between board members 
and the persons who solicit business from 
them. The board member who cannot 
accord a civil hearing is unequal to his task. 
He underestimates the importance of adopt- 
ing the best book, of purchasing the right 
kind of desks, etc. He discards the idea 
that there are better books than those in 
use in his school, or that an improvement in 
a school desk is worthy of investigation. 

For instance, if the accredited representa- 


tive of a publishing house is given a fair 
hearing at the hands of a school board, it 
should be because the best interests of the 
school system demand it and not because 
that person is a “good fellow.” 

[In our opinion, there is not enough ana- 
lysis of conditions and relations on the part 
of the average member. He should remem- 
ber that the representative of a school book 
house is studying and carefully analyzing the 
motives that prompt him to do certain 
things, and in every way is trying to influ- 
ence his judgment. This is perfectly right 
and proper on the part of the school book 
man, but the only safety of the schools, 5 
far as books are concerned, or at least as far 
as the action of the school board is con- 
cerned, is in an analysis on the part of the 
school board member of the motives 
prompting the school book representative. 

If the school board member would study 
the avent as keenly as the agent studies the 
school board member, results would be 
based upon merit rather than prejudice. 
The intensity of the purpose is stronger 
with the one than the other. The one has 
a philosophy, the other has none. The one 
makes an aggressive move, the other slumps 
into hiding places. The book agent knows 
all about books, the board member is unwill- 
ing to learn. Kixpediency becomes the 
means rather than the facts and arguments. 

The agent holds a fixed place between 
school officials and the publishing houses. 
He fits into a condition and is no better 
than that condition requires. If a higher 
type of men is to be encouraged the school 
board members must become more observ- 
ant of the men who approach them, form 
an accurate judgment of their methods, and 
a correct estimate of the goods they offer. 

The representative of a publishing house 
is usually an educated man; he has, in addi- 
tion to this intellectual equipment, an 
experience with men and affairs which is 
not surpassed by the ordinary commercial 
traveler. His argument on his goods bear 
an educational character, and while these 
may be presented in a prejudicial form, 
they caunot but prove interesting as well as 
instructive to the average school board 
member. 

The member should therefore apply, in 
dealing with agents, something of that same 
analysis, bearing in mind that the trust 
reposed in him as a school official must be 


subserved by all means and in all instances.

This condition of things demonstrates 
cleary an enormous aunual growth in school 
population, and a dismal failure in the 
timely anticipation of that growth by city 
councils and school boards.

NEW SCHOOL AT MADISON, WIS.
